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HEAT WAVE OF ’95 


20 YEARS AGO, MORE THAN 1700 LIVES WERE LOST IN CHICAGO

Twenty years ago this week, Chicago was 
gripped by one of the city’s worst natural 
disasters: a scorching heat wave that 
claimed more than 700 victims, mostly 
the poor, elderly and others on society’s 
margins. 

That one week would change the way Chi- 
cago responds to and prepares for all emergen- 
cies. The lessons learned went beyond extreme 
weather, shaping the city’s public safety strat- 
egy for any mass event, from the Air & Water 


Show to the recent Blackhawks Stanley Cup 
victory parade, city and health officials said. 


THE HEAT 


The temperature hit 106 degrees on July 13, 
1995, and would hover between the high 9os 
and low triple digits for the next five days. 


THE TOLL 

Dozens of bodies filled the Cook County med- 
ical examiner’s office. On a single day—July 
15 —the number of heat-related deaths reached 
its highest daily tally of 215; refrigerated trucks 
were summoned to handle the overflow of 
corpses. 


THE LESSONS 
Two decades later, the collective failings that 
contributed to the death toll are now well-doc- 
umented: a city caught off guard, social isola- 
tion, a power grid that couldn’t meet demand 
and a lack of awareness on the perils of brutal 
heat. 

Dr. Dino Rumoro, chairman of emergency 
medicine at Rush University Medical Center,

THEN AND NOW 

Two decades ago this week, Chicago was in the middle of a deadly heat wave. In 1995, there were 
29 days between June 1 and Sept. 1 with highs above 90 degrees, and the average temperature 
was 86 degrees. 

RECORDED DAILY HIGH TEMPERATURES 

At O'Hare International Airport 
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Hospital on the Northwest Side when the city 


turned into a furnace. 
Something definitely weird was going on 


in 1995, when Rumoro noticed an unusual 
amount of 20- and 30-year-olds with renal fail- 
ure. Their kidneys were shutting down because 


they decided to go for a run, despite the lethal 
temperatures, he said. 

“There wasn’t a lot of sharing of informa- 
tion. When you got off your shift, you might 
tell the person who relieved you, but that was 
about it. We just didn’t connect the dots.” 

» Air conditioners could have cut the num- 
ber of deaths in half, according to authorities. 
But thousands who had them couldn’t use 
them because of power failures, and still oth- 
ers couldn’t afford them. In 1995, even Cook 
County Hospital—now Stroger—didn’t have 
simple window units, and patients with cardio- 
vascular problems would develop heatstroke in 
the hospital, according to a top doctor at the 
facility. 

» The Office of Emergency Management 
and Communications was just getting under- 
way in 1995 with fire and police dispatch opera- 
tions in one location. Today, the office includes 
emergency responders, as well as the 311 Call 
Center, Traffic Management Authority and a 
public infrastructure center, all under one roof. 
The consolidation makes it easier to see an 
impending threat as it unfolds and mobilize re- 
sources where they are needed most, said Gary 
Schenkel, the executive director of the Office 
of Emergency Management. 

» And if people are afraid to leave their 
homes, as was the case in 1995 in some high- 
crime neighborhoods: “Then we can reach out 
and move them into cooling buses for a few 
hours,” Schenkel said. 

» The advent of heat advisories and a 311 
phone number to reach City Hall—which 
also didn’t exist in 1995—have also been game 
changers; someone in Philadelphia with an el- 
derly mother living alone in Chicago can call 
the 311 center, and a well-being check will be 
conducted by the appropriate agency, Schen- 
kel said.

Cubs’ and Sox's fortunes 
rest on how soon the 
offense emerges

CHAS? TREE 
For ovo teams with vastly wifkerenr 
odds toomake whe postseason, che 
Cubs and White Sox have at kease 
one thing in common: They need 
offense. Right now. 

But those aren’t the only mysteric® sur 
rounding Chicago’s baseball teams entering 
the home stretch. Here are three tquesticns 
facing the Cubs (47-40) and three faring the 
Sox (41-45) as the second half of the season 
gets underway Friday. 


Can the Cubs get 

and stay healthy? 

Miguel Montero’s thumb injury puts more 
pressure on an offense having trouble scoring. 
First baseman Anthony Rizzo has been hit by 
pitches 19 times but has played in all but one 
game. The Cubs can’t afford to miss his all- 
around efforts for an extended period. 

Jason Hammel’s left leg injury caused a 
scare to a stretched rotation. Rafael Soriana 
should provide depth to a well-worked bull- 
pen. However, the Cubs will play 24 games in 
24 days to start the second half, so fresh bod- 
ies are essential. 


What can the Cubs do 

to spark their offense? 

The Cubs are tied for 13th in the Natinnal 
League with a .229 batting average with mut 
ners in scoring position. They can’t rely exclu- 
sively on Rizzo (16 home runs) and Kris Diry- 
ant (12) to supply the power. 

The Cubs rank ninth in the NL with a are 
on-base percentage, so they must improve 
in extending rallies and scoring early to give 
their starting pitchers margin for error. 

Tt starts with leadoff batter Dexter Fowler, 
who has a .308 on-base percentage. When he 
scores at least one run, the Cubs are 29-13. 


Will Starlin Castro ever 
show consistency? 
Throughout the first half, many of Castro's 
15 errors on routine plays have been offset 
by dazzling stops and accurate off-balance 
throws that justify the $6 million he will earn 
in the third season of a seven-year, $60 mil- 
lion contract. 

But his batting average (sitting at .247) has 
declined gradually since he hit .325 in April. 
More alarming is that he’s hitting only .194 


with six RBIs in 36 at-bats with runners in 
scoring position with two out. 

Aside from his 2013 season, when he batted 
only .245, Castro has gone through stretches 
where he has carried the offense with his bat. 
The Cubs need that production soon. 


Can the Sox maintain recent 
momentum, and, if so, will 
that be enough? 
The Sox won nine of their final 12 games of 
the first half, but they have one heck of a first 
week back with Kansas City and St. Louis on 
tap. Even if the Sox continue to play better, it 
will be a tough road to contention. They are 
5% games from the second wild-card spot but 
would have to pass seven teams to claim it. 
The Sox still might decide they are better 


off trading one of their current assers fer fu- 
ture prospects. Which direction will they gn?

pitcher Jeff Samardzija 
and/or others? 

Many teams might covet the right-harwles, 
who came on strong to finish the first half 
with a 2.40 ERA in his last six starts.

In “Trainwreck,” Vanessa Bayer, 33, plays Amy’s (Amy Schumer) colleague and pal 
at the office, and Mike Birbiglia, 37, plays Amy’s brother-in-law. The incredibly ap- 
pealing, hilarious actors recently talked with RedEye at the Peninsula Hotel about 
their own trainwreck experiences and the great Taylor vs. Pitchfork debate. 


How does someone know when they’ve 
crossed the line into being a trainwreck? 
Mike Birbiglia: Oh, gosh! When did you know?
